Jan. 30 (UP)—An African woman 


fought a six-foot crocodile bare- 
handed to rescue her 6-year-old 
child from the jaws of the big 
reptile, it was reported today.

penitentiary two weeks ago for’ 
safekeeping following their at- 
tempt to escape from Fulton 
Tower. Michael Krull earlier suc-

Strategy No. 1 — “All the other, 
kids are allowed to—.’’ What par- 
ent has not had to face this one? 
It is the strategy most frequently 
used and the one most difficult to 
meet. It makes you, as a parent, | 
feel like an old spoilsport, a killjoy, | 
the onl¥ sourpuss in the neighbor- 
hood. And that is a hard load to 
bear. For this very reason the 
“comparison gambit” is an excel- 
lent strategy—and the youngsters 
know it. 

Case Work Director Dorothy 
Thomas, of the Family and Child 
Services of Washington, D.C., sug- 
gests an effective way of coping 
with it. Check up! Perhaps it just 
isn’t true that “all the other kids 
are allowed to—.‘‘ Take the case 
of Mrs. B.: 


Her daughter Jane, 13, wanted 
to Zo on an evening swimming 
party at the beach with a group of 
boys and girls. Mrs. B., trying to 
be reasonable, suggested the party 
be held in the afternoon rather 
than in the evening when it soon 
would be getting dark. That’s when 
Jane came back at her, ‘“‘Oh Mom, 
all the other kids are allowed to. 
I don’t see why I have to be the 
only one who can't go. Gee!” 


SHE CALLED OTHERS 


Mrs. B. brooded about it, not 
wanting to be a restrictive parent, 
and finally picked up the telephone 
and called Mrs. R., the mother of 
one of the other girls. She. was 
quite surprised by what she heard. 
‘‘My goodness, my husband and I 
don't approve of it at all!’’ Mrs. R.., 
exclaimed. “‘Why we thought we 
were the only ones who felt that 
way~and we were about to say 
yes to our Martha just because we 
didn’t want to be the only ones to 
hold back!”’ 


Subsequent phone calls to Mrs. 
P. and Mrs. W. indicated that 
they, too, did not approve of an 
evening beach party at all but 
were about to be pressured into it 
because each parent felt that she 
was all alone in her views. The 
beach party was changed from 
evening to afternoon (and all the 
youngsters had a wonderful time). 

But suppose individual parents 
do stand alone? Suppose there is 
something which all the other kids 
are allowed to do, but for your 
own reasons you feel that your 
child should not? 


WE’RE NOT SHEEP 


Here is a chance for children to 
learn that human beings are not 
sheep. Later in life there will be 
many times when they won’t be 
able to do what everyone else 
does—perhaps for financial rea- 
sons, perhaps for health reasons. 
An occasional] childhood experience 
which prepares them for missing 
out on something once in a while 
can actually be constructive prep- 
aration for life. 

Strategy No. 2 — Begging and 
pleading. Every parent knows what 
this is but perhaps doesn’t realize 
that it is a natural- strategy of 
children. Begging and pleading is 
simply a testing operation. If the 
child cannot shatter parental op- 
position in a single blow he simply 
attempts to gain the same objec- 
tive by abrasion. 

Sometimes the preferred form. is 


a play on sympathy. The parent 
is made to feel, “If you say no 
it will mean you don’t really love 
me.’’ A parent who truly loves his 


child lets this bounce off harmless- 
ly. But a parent who has doubts 
about his love may easily succumb 
to it. 

Sometimes the nagging approach 
is preferred. Here the hope is that 
incessant begging and pleading will 
be too much for the parent to bear 
and he will give in. Some parents 
allow nagging to reach the point 
of sheer torture. An effective de- 
fense against it is to label it; make 
it clear to the child that he is 
nagging, and, if he continues, the 
nagging will have to be handled as 
an offense in itself. 


WATCH THOSE PROMISES 

The begging and pleading strat- 
egy may also take the form of 
luring the parent into a promise. 
The child asks for something in 
an unguarded moment when the 
parent will say yes and then 
throws it back at the parent later 
with passionate allegation, ‘‘You

Frostbite Damage 


Graded in Degrees 

The insulated rubber combat 
boot proved effective pre- 
venting frostbite in Korea. But 
to give adequate protection, it 
had to be used in combination 
with good foot hygiene. This in- 
cluded 
frequent changing of socks, and 
keeping the feet dry. 

Frostbite is easier to prevent 


in 


personal cleanliness, 


than to treat. It requires pro- 
tective clothing, good sense and 
mature judgment. Zero temper- 
atures are not always a pre- 
requisite, as higher readings 


plus prolonged exposure and 
dampness are almost as haz- 
ardous. 

When the tissues are frozen, 
ice crystals form in the spaces 
between the cells leading to 
dehydration, tissue injury, and 
circulatory impairment. In ordi- 
nary frostbite, the damage is 
less severe and usually stems 
from 


circulatory embarrass-

Frostbite Ls graded like 
burns. The damage is meas- 
ured after the exposed parts 
are rewarmed. A first degree 
frostbite consists of redness 


and puffiness of the skin. In 
second degree frostbite, blis- 
ters are present and in third 
degree, gangrene exists. Com- 
plete freezing (fourth degree) 
usually destroys all the tissues 
in the area, including the bone. 

The parts are numbed until 


thawing begins. This is _ fol- 
lowed by tingling, aching, 
cramping, redness, swelling, 
and discoloration. During the 
past decade, treatment has 
been revolutionized.

Shy Teen-Agers Often 
Become Lonely Adults 


Della M., 32, is the asthmatic 
wife whom we described yester- 
day. 

“Dr. Crane, I admit I am 
neurotic, so how can I become 
more calm and placid?’’ she 
asked. 

“Why, I am just’a bundle of 
nerves and have been that way 
all my life.”’ 

Well, some folks are naturally 
more excitable and jittery than 
others. This may be due to a 
different glandular makeup. 
However, it also can result from 
failure to cultivate the proper 
habits during childhood. 


You are doubtless familiar 
with a similar difference even 
among horses. A large draft 
horse may be sluggish and easy 
going. It may require a slap of 
the lines or a flick of a whip to 
get him started. 

But an Arabian race horse 
would jump right out of the 
harness if you employed the whip 
in that manner. For race horses 
have a different makeup. So it 
is with human personalities.
